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1.1 Claim 1 meets the requirements of Article 33(2) to 33(4) PCT with respect to novelty, 
inventive step and industrial applicability. 

1.2 As the features of the independent claim 1 in its totality are not disclosed in any of the 
documents cited in the search report or acknowledged in the introduction to the 
description, the subject of claim 1 is novel. 

1.3 From the documents cited in the search report, the person skilled in the art receives no 
indication, in a bearing device according to DE 38 37 733 A or DE 199 01 565 A, to 
screw the screw being used for mutual fixing of the outer bearing ring and damping inner 
ring according to the characterising part of claim 1, into a thread in the outer bearing ring, 
the screw being received by a pressure distribution element arranged between the screw 
head and damping inner sleeve. This measure results from a step which is not a 
conclusive development of the cited prior art. The bearing device according to claim 1 is 
therefore based on an inventive step. 

1.4 The subject of claim 1 is functional and producible and is therefore also considered 
industrially applicable. 

2. The dependent claims 2 to 1 1 contain advantageous and non-obvious developments of the 
bearing device according to claim 1 and therefore also meet the requirements with respect 
to novelty, inventive step and industrial applicability of Article 33(2) to (4) PCT. 
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
